Applicant argues that the feature of tagging and the concept of overlay software and how they are utilized to select a Datalink Service 
Provider are not taught by Kaplan et al. (U.S. 6,144,641). Applicant also states that the overlay software reviews each message tag and 
determines which advertised route best meets the tag. Applicant further states that a "tag" as defined in the specification is like a flag 
that indicates a route to be chosen for a particular message. 

Referring to independent claims 1 and 14, it is held that the relative weights (priorization tag) chosen (provided) by a user that are 
stored in user priorities memory 32 as spoken of on column 6, lines 29-42 of Kaplan et al., and that are set based upon the 
predetermined parameters and measurable parameters (factors shown in Tables A and B) of the different routes (Datalink Service 
Providers) anticipates "providing a unique prioritization tag for the individual digital message based on factors provided by at least two 
Datalink Service Providers, the unique prioritization tag comprising user chosen routing priority criteria selected from the factors". The 
relative weights chosen by the user provide an indication (flag) to routing optimization methodology block 26 (overlay software) used to 
determine a particular route for sending a message to a destination as spoken of on column 6, lines 12-42. 

Applicant's submitted Affidavit has been considered and entered, but it is not persuasive. 
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
